SHANGHAI, Thursday, March 3.—The Japanese ad- 
vanced all along the Chapei-Woosung battle line today and | 
had almost pushed the Chinese back to the 12!.-mile limit 
set by the recent Japanese ultimatum. Woosung alone held 
out against the march. 

The attackers had reached their objectives at various 
points early today. With Chanju, former headquarters of 
General Tsai Ting-Kai, head of the 19th route army de- 
fenders, already in the Japanese hands, the advancing left 
wing moved forward toward Nanziang, three miles west of 
Chenju along the railroad.

SHANGHAI, March 2.,—The once prosperous village of 
Kiangwan emerged from the smoke of battle today with 
nothing left in it but a mass of brick, ashes and torn bodies. 

Streets which once teemed with life are now but lanes 
of desolation through which Japanese stretcher-bearers plod 
constantly from the front line, with their cargoes. Not a 
single building in the village remains standing except at the 
extreme southeast limits. 

The central portion of the village, once thickly built up 
is practically levelled. Only a few stark walls rise out of 
it, like monuments in a cemetery. Many bodies were still 
visible vouay around the shell pits. Many have been removed 
«by the Japanese.

The dollar might 
fall to the value of twenty-five cents. From 
which it is to be inferred conditions would 
come about resembling those in Germany 
when the mark was allowed to collapse. A 
woman going shopping would have to 
carry her cash in a suit case, while a man 
who put through a considerable business 
transaction might trundle the payment 
money in a wheel-barrow. Abroad, our 
fiat bills could be used for pipe-lighters. 

Since gold is the one fixed and recog- 
nized standard of money value the world 
over, if Canadian money is to be of con- 
stant and accepted value it must have a 
fixed relation to gold, and must be guar- 
anteed by gold held in reserve against it. 
But the proportion of gold to note issue is 
a more or less arbitrary matter, since the 
time never arrives when everyone who has 
a note wants to change it into gold. In 
practice that is never done, and the actual 
use made of gold is to square up the bal- 
ances of trade between nations. 

Dominion bills up to the amount of 
$50,000,000 have to be backed by a 25 per 
eént gold reserve, under the existing cur- 
rency law. Over that amount each bill 
must be represented by its gold equivalent 
held in the reserve vaults. Just why a 
reserve of 25 per cent gold should be good 
enough for a note issue of $50,00,000, but 
not good enough for a note issue of $500,- 
000,000 was not explained, and is not ap- 
parent 

If the country needs a larger supply of 
Dominion currency that could evidently 
be provided by making the 25 per cent 
gold reserve sufficient for a note issue of 
any amount thought necessary. Or the 
percentage might with reason be raised 
from 25 to 33 1-3; and notes to the re- 
Teset amount be issued on that basis. The 

ollar would still be backed by gold, but 
there would be more dollars to circulate. 
The dangers of fiat money would be avoid- 
ed, while the restrictions of a too-limited 
currency supply would be cased
